AMENDMENT NO. 2: To see if the Town will vote to amend Article 3.10, 
Leaching Field Setback to include the language as follows: [Proposed changes 
are underlined] 
3.10 LEACHING FIELD SETBACK 
In all zones a setback of one-hundred twenty-five (125) feet shall be main- 
tained for the installation of any leaching field for septic disposal from any 
waterbody or watercourse, both year-round and intermittent. This shall not 
include the maintenance or in-kind replacement of existing leaching fields 
as of March 13, 1990. (Added 1990) 


Should the dimensions and characteristics of an existing lot of record as 
of March 13, 1990 be such that the setback cannot be provided, the Pian- 
ning Board may, by the issuance of a Special Use Permit, grant an ex- 
ception to this provision provided that the Planning Board finds that grant- 
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ing such an exception will not compromise the existing water quality of 
the adjacent watercourses and waterbodies and that the design of the 
leaching field or other sewerage effluent treatment area will minimize water 
quality degradation. The Planning Board shall have the authority to place 
conditions upon any Permit issued in order to assure that the purpose of 
this provision is met. Furthermore, the Planning Board shall have the author- 
ity to promulgate procedures and establish necessary fees to cover the ad-

AMENDMENT NO. 3: To see if the Town will vote to remove Article 4.5.5, 
Non-Conforming Lots, to replace Article 4.5.3, Lawful Use and to add within 
Article 10.0, Definitions, definitions for “‘lot of record’”’ and ‘‘non-conforming 
lot’’, as follows: [Proposed changes are underlined] 

4.5.3 NONCONFORMING LOTS 


4.5.3.1 Frontage and Area Requirements - Nonconforming lots are exempt 
from the frontage and area requirements of this Ordinance.

lot so long as the conforming lot remains conforming. 

Acreage and frontage of individual lots may be decreased upon a finding 
of the Planning Board that the overall configuration of the lots is improved. 


The Planning Board shall have the authority to determine the setbacks 
required for reconfigured lots, but shall not allow setbacks to be less than 
30 feet for shorefrontage, 30 feet for front yards, and 10 feet for side and 
rear yards nor require setbacks of greater than 50 feet for shorefrontage, 
50 feet for front yards, and 25 feet for side and rear yards. In determin- 
ing the setbacks required for reconfigured lots, the Planning Board shall 
make a finding that the required setbacks are in harmony with adjacent 
structures in the neighborhood, do not diminish the development poten- 
tial of the pre-existing lot and insure the environmental integrity of the site.

9.7.8 Open Space - A minimum of fifty (50) percent of the total tract area, 
excluding road rights-of-way or easements, shall be required to be 
permanently dedicated as open space. 


The Planning Board shall require that all environmentally sensitive 
areas be dedicated as Conservation Open Space. The applicant 
shall submit a proposal for the use of the remainder of the required 
open space.

5: To see if the Town will vote to amend 10.17, Non- 
conforming Building or Structure and 10.18, Non-conforming Use as follows:

or notes in accordance with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act (RSA 
Chapter 33) and to authorize the town officials to issue and negotiate such bonds 
or notes and to determine the rate of interest thereon and the maturity and other 
terms thereof. (Recommended by the Budget Committee) (To be voted by written 
ballot, 24 majority required for passage.) 


ARTICLE 5: To see whether the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of twenty-two thousand ($22,000) for the purpose of bond interest contingent 
upon the passage of warrant article 3. (Recommended by the Budget Committee) 


ARTICLE 6: To see whether the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of nineteen thousand dollars ($19,000) for the purpose of bond interest con- 
tingent upon to passage of warrant article 4. (Recommended by the Budget 
Committee) 


ARTICLE 7: To see whether the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of nine million eight hundred six thousand nine hundred eighty-nine dollars 
($9,806,989) for general operations and charges. (See budget detail for more in- 
formation) (Recommended by the Budget Committee) 


ARTICLE 8: To see whether the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of ten thousand dollars ($10,000) to provide a complete chemical treatment 
of Back Bay for control of Exotic Water Milfoil; said funds to be raised by accep- 
tance of a grant in the amount of five thousand dollars ($5,000) from the State 
of New Hampshire Department of Environmental Services with the balance of five 
thousand dollars ($5,000) to be raised by general taxation. (Recommended by the 
Budget Committee)

sum of fifty thousand dollars ($50,000) for the construction, equipping, renova-

2. Cooper Road from Stoneham Road to Avery Road 

3. Avery Road from Stoneham Road to Cooper Road 

4. Dallas Road from Stoneham Road to Cotton Valley Road 
The purpose being to protect, enhance, and maintain the scenic beauty of 
Wolfeboro. (Submitted by Petition) 


ARTICLE 21: WHEREAS, Although the right of free expression is part of the 
foundation of the United States Constitution, very carefully drawn limits on ex- 
pression in specific instances have long been recognized as legitimate means 
of maintaining public safety and decency, as well as orderliness and productive 
value of public debate; and 

WHEREAS, There are symbols of our nation such as the Washington Monu- 
ment, the United States Capitol Building, memorials to our greatest leaders, and 
our flag, which are the property of every American and are therefore worthy of

Budget Message 1991 


To: The Citizens of Wolfeboro 
From: The Wolfeboro Budget Committee 
The Board of Selectmen and 
James A. McSweeney, Town Manager 
Re: General Budget Information 
Date: February 18, 1991 


The proposed municipal operating budget for 1991 is submitted to you for 
your consideration. This budget document covers the budget period January 1, 
1991 through December 31, 1991. The budgets detailed in this document by 
categories, departments, divisions, programs and line items estimate proposed 
expenditures totaling $9,490,989 ($867,618) above the 1990 operating approved 
budget. These figures represent a 10.1% increase in proposed expenditures over 
the 1990 appropriations. 

The overall increase ($867,618) is mostly attributable to increases in the state 
retirement system (annualized at 243,809 a 305% increase), Workers Compen- 
sation (25,816 or a 29.3% increase) electric rates ($290,000) wage increases for 
municipal employees, as a result of contract negotiations, along with the associated 
benefits and other increases in supplies, materials etc. Ovbiously throughout the 
budget preparation process there have been many increases due to cost factors 
but these seem to have been offset by decreased expenditures in other areas. 
Due to the change over in the budget procedure these changes are difficult to 
pinpoint. 

The proposed operating budget total, after removing the self supporting 
budgets, (electric, water & sewer and garage) reflects an increase of $130,988 
or 3.6% over the 1990 operating budget. ($3,813,946 - 1991 and $3,682,958 
- 1990.) Given the rate of inflation for 1990 at 5.2%, our budget adjusted for infla- 
tion is actually coming in with a decrease of 1.6%. 

The budget also estimates proposed capital expenditures in all funds at 
$1,734,500. After deducting the ‘‘self supporting’”’ utilities budgets we show a net 
on Tax Rate of $316,000 or an increase in capital expenditures of 12.6% over 
1990 (282,000). 

Combined spending, as proposed and estimated at this time, (includes school, 
estimated town warrant articles and estimated county) totals $15,702,757 for 1991. 
Tnese do not reflect any warrant articles that may be petitioned or any school 
proposals. 


REVENUES: 

Revenue projections for 1991 have been attached for your review and con- 
sideration and to allow proper application to the 1991 budget process. These pro- 
jections can be found on the following pages. 


PROPERTY VALUATION: 

In 1989 the Town was revalued. This resulted in a new total assessed pro- 
perty valuation of $711,412,062 (100% + or —). In the last five years we have 
experienced an increase in our valuation of $288,558,494 (equalized). This 
represents a 68.2% increase in property values and obviously equates to a growth 
in the area. This growth automatically generates demands for new municipal ser- 
vices and reflects demands for these services. Our job continues to be to deter- 
mine the level of service that we are going to provide in relation to the ability and 
desires of the community to support these services.

We are projecting (as of January 1, 1991) an overall property valuation in- 
crease of approximately $5,000,000. It is anticipated at this time that our current 
valuation of $711,412,000 will increase to $716,400,000 as of April 1, 1991. This 
will represent less than a 1% increase in the town’s net assessed valuation. This 
factor combined with the projected minor increase in spending will have a definite 
effect toward our goal of stabilizing the tax rate. 


DEBT SERVICE: 

The proposed 1991 budget of $387,232 for debt service reflects a net dollar 
increase of $19,024 from that of 1990. There would have been a decrease however, 
it was necessary to increase the interest to be paid on Tax Anticipation Notes by 
almost $35,000. This account was underbudgeted last year ($128,000 budgeted, 
$184,00 expended). This figure should satisfy our 1991 needs. 

Also, and perhaps the most important fact regarding debt service for this year, 
you should note that debt services appropriations having to do with enterprise 
funds have been removed from the general fund and are now budgeted in the 
appropriate area. Any decreases that we see in future years will be due to declin- 
ing interest costs as bond principal is reduced annually. 


PERSONNEL: 

No new full-time personnel are being requested in the 1991 budget. As a result 
our full time complement of town employees remains at 71. Two full time posi- 
tions that became vacant during 1990 remain vacant. | have budgeted for them 
for now. We will maintain these slots vacant (electric linesman, P.W. equip. 
operator). 

Several new part time positions are proposed in the budget to address the 
needs of the various departments. The breakdown of proposed new part time posi- 
tions is as follows: (Approx. amts. include fringe benefit costs) 


Town Clerk: one hourly clerk 4,200 Welfare: one hourly Agent 6,000 
P.W, Adm.*: one hourly clerk 4,400 Parks & Rec: one hourly 10,600 
Water Sewer: one hourly clerk 4,400 Total All, Approx. 29,600 


*Probably not new, i.e. hours added to existing part time position. 


It should be noted that the new part time position in Parks & Rec. allowed 
us to reduce other labor and outside maintenance cost thereby offsetting a ma- 
jority of the ‘“‘new’”’ dollars for this position. 


PERSONNEL OTHER ETC.: 

In one other related matter; wages and virtually all associated cost had been 
eliminated in the Public Works Garage Equipment Maintenance area. They were 
not originally intended to be appropriated. Obviously the intent was to maintain 
this service and the facility however, it would have been established as an Inter- 
nal Service Fund. This would have eliminated the need to appropriate funds for 
this operation. The intent was to have this department function by full charges 
to the various departments that is services and eliminate the need to appropriate 
in the garage account as well as in the individual departments. In the first instance 
we would have only had to budget $25,000 as seed money or a contingency. This 
plan however, was disallowed by the Department of Revenue Administration. The 
reasoning was that in order to budget correctly we must appropriate all that is 
to be expended and offset one appropriation by equal or close to equal revenues. 
The effect is the same. However, the administration of the system is a bit more 
cumbersome. 

As a result the budget committee has had to increase the appropriation for 
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the Public Works Garage by approximately $165,000 to adjust this changes. This 
amount is almost totally offset by revenues still providing us with the same net 
offset. 


PERSONNEL BENEFITS AND WAGES: 

Pay adjustments for municipal employees have been decided and are pro- 
posed in this budget. Wages for contract employees have been adjusted by $.50 
per hour with other increased benefits (Blue Cross/Blue Shield, payments to 
retirees, etc.) also being added. Non contract hourly employees wages have also 
been adjusted by $.50 per hour. Non contract exempt employees (salaried) have 
been proposed at a 5% increase. Fringe benefits are similar to those in the 1990 
budget however, a modification in the current health plan is being studied which 
may change health benefits and reduce health insurance premium costs allow- 
ing the addition of dental benefits while still providing an overall cost savings. 


GENERAL INFORMATION: 

As you will note in the chart below (Comparative tax rate and valuation in 
dollars) our municipal spending increased over the previous year. With the ex- 
ception of the years 1986 and 1987 we have had a continued increase in spen- 
ding form 1986 to 1990. Also interesting is the fact that the municipal share of 
the tax rate (that which we have some direct control over) has bounced up and 
down in the same time period. The following depicts this ‘‘bouncing’’:

Our municipal operating expenditures this year hopefully provide a stabiliz- 
ed spending plan balanced with the ongoing requests for increased service levels 
and the current economic situation. This is at best a difficult plan of judgement. 
Further judgements regarding this spending plan will be made as the budget pro- 
cess matures and we reach Town Meeting. 

Our capital projects will continue to dictate our spending areas. There are 
serious areas that need to be addressed. These proposed capital projects (some 
mandated) will upgrade our municipal facilities, build treatment plants, replace 
water and sewer lines, replace vehicles and other major projects as may be deemed

necessary and/or desirable. 

As we set our direction for the ensuing year, we must keep in mind our grow- 
ing community and attempt to provide the proper staffing and equipment necessary 
to maintain our level of service and perhaps provide for improved services in some 
areas. It is believed that the planned spending program before you for your con- 
sideration will do just that. We are confident that with the combination of appropriate 
staff and the reorganization that the manager is currently working on (estimated 
to be complete by late summer) that the situation can be well managed and that 
the goals outlined in this budget Bo ey document can be accomplished effective- 
ly and efficiently. 

We feel we have had a prodietne and informative budget process. The pro- 
grams and numbers that we have reviewed are now before you for your considera- 
tion. The public hearing provided us with input which helped us to understand 
the needs of the community in relation to its’ ability and desire to raise revenues. 
The results, with our recommendations, are now before you for your final 
determination.

The optional disability exemption is $1,400.00 
rather than $700.00’’. Voted on during the day from 10:00 A.M. to 7:00 P.M. March 
13, 1990. The results of the ballot questions were as follows: Question No. 1 902 
Yes and 163 No. Question No. 2 - 825 Yes and 219 No. The moderator declared 
both ballots adopted. 


District Court Room, Town Hall Building: 

Pursuant to the foregoing Warrant for the Town of Wolfeboro’s Annual Town 
Meeting, March 13, 1990, the meeting was called to order at 10:00 A.M. by 
Moderator, Robert C. Varney. The Moderator opened the ballot box displaying 
an empty box to the voters present and then locked the ballot box. The moderator 
read Article 1 of the 1990 Town Warrant. A motion was made by Thomas A. 
O’Dowd, seconded by Stanley E. Stevens to waive any further reading of the en- 
tire Warrant. At this time, the Moderator announced that Article 1 and Article 25 
would be voted on during the polling hours of 10:00 A.M. and 7:00 P.M. in the 
District Court Room, and Articles 2 through Article 26 would be voted on at the 
Town Meeting commencing at 8:00 P.M. in the auditorium of the Kingswood 
Regional High School. Moderator Varney announced that the Board of Select- 
men had received a Protest Petition on Amendment No. 9, and if the petition meets 
the legal requirements as outlined in RSA 675:5, that Amendment would require 
a 24 vote to pass with all other Amendments requiring a majority. At this time, 
Thomas A. O’Dowd made the motion to refrain from reading Article 25 in its en- 
tirety, providing it is read in substance. Motion seconded by Stanley E. Stevens 
and carried. The remaining Warrant Articles will be read by the Moderator at the 
Town Meeting wherein each Article will be taken up individually and voted upon. 


Kingswood Regional High School Auditorium 8:00 P.M.: 
7 The 1990 Town Meeting was called to order by Moderator Robert C. Varney. 
The Moderator explained the rules by which he would be conducting the meeting 
and announced that Articles 1 and 25 were voted on during the day and at this 
time announced the unofficial results of the election. He then introduced the Budget 
Committee, Town Manager, Board of Selectmen, and Town Clerk. He announc- 
ed that the Police Department Budget was inadvertently left out of the 1989 Town 
Report, but that supplements were available for the voters. 
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ARTICLE 2: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $132,500.00 for the purchase of a new rescue squad vehicle. Said money to 
be raised by the transfer of $76,500.00 from the capital reserve fund entitled 
“‘Reserve for Rescue Squad Vehicle Replacement’. The balance ($56,000.00) 
to be raised by the issuance of serial notes in accordance with the provisions of 
the Municipal Finance Act, (Chapter 33 of the New Hampshire Revised Annotated) 
and to authorize the Board of Selectmen to issue and negotiate such bonds or 
notes and to determine the date, maturities, denomination and rate of interest 
thereon. (Submitted by the Board of Slectmen) (Recommended by the Budget Com- 
mittee) (To be voted on by written ballot, 24 majority) The moderator read the Arti- 
cle in its entirety and announced that at the Town Meeting in 1989 this Article 
was acted upon favorably at that time, but the Department of Revenue Administra- 
tion required a written ballot on that Article and tonight the voters are being ask- 
ed to do just that. The Moderator asked for a motion on the Article. Motion made 
by Selectman Elkins, seconded by Selectman Erickson. Discussion followed. The 
Moderator asked for discussion on the Article as proposed. The Moderator 
recognized Mr. Richard Brown who proposed an amendment on the article to read: 
“To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $150,000 for 
the purchase of a new rescue squad vehicle. Said money to be raised by the 
transfer of $76,500.00 from the capital reserve fund entitled ‘‘Reserve for Rescue 
Squad Vehicle Replacement’. The balance ($73,500.00) to be raised by the is- 
suance of serial notes in accordance with the Provisions of the Municipal Finance 
Act, (Chapter 33 of the New Hampshire Revised Annotated) and to authorize the 
Board of Selectmen to issue and negotiate such bonds or notes and to determine 
the date, maturities, denomination and rate of interest thereon. (Submitted by the 
Board of Selectmen) (Recommended by the Budget Committee) (To be voted on 
by written ballot, 2/ majority) The Moderator asked for a vote on the Amendment. 
Voice vote was in the negative and the Moderator declared the Amendment 
defeated. The Moderator then called the question and indicated that the balloting 
would now begin on Article 2 by secret balloting and the polls would be open for 
one hour. The balloting commenced at 8:30 P.M. until 9:30 P.M. with the results 
being 312 yes 22 no. The Moderator declared the Article adopted. 


ARTICLE 3: To see if the Town of Wolfeboro will vote to raise the sum of 
$150,000. For the purpose of purchasing the Masonic Temple Building located 
on Glendon Street, described in Deed Book 141 on page 459. (Submitted by peti- 
tion) (Not Recommended by the Board of Selectmen) (Not recommended by the 
Budget Committee) The Moderator asked for a motion to move the Article for 
discussion purposed. The Article was moved by Jon T. Hayes, seconded by Harold 
Taylor. The Moderator recognized Jon T. Hayes who spoke to the Article explain- 
ing that this building would serve as a multi-purpose building for the Town and 
felt that it was being offered to the Town at a reasonable price. Kathleen Moody 
spoke against the purchase. Dwight Devork spoke for the purchase indicating that 
this would be a benefit to the youth for recreational purposes and encouraged 
the voters to vote in favor. A motion to pass over the Article was made by David 
Senecal seconded by Lawrence Toms with the voice vote being in the affirmative 
and so declared by the Moderator. 


ARTICLE 4: To see if the Town will vote to establish a Capital Reserve Fund 
under the provisions of RSA 35:1 for the purpose of a Fire Truck and to raise and 
appropriate the sum of fifteen thousand dollars ($15,000.00) to be placed in this 
fund and to designate the Board of Selectmen as agents to expend. (Submitted 
by the Board of Selectmen) (Recommended by the Budget Committee) The 
Moderator asked for a motion to move the Article for discussion purposes. A mo- 
tion was made by Selectman Ganem, seconded by Selectman Erickson to move 
the Article for discussion purposes. The Moderator asked for discussion on the 
Article as read and there being none asked for a voice vote on the Article. Voice 
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vote was in the affirmative and the Moderator declared the Article adopted as 
presented. 


ARTICLE 5: To respectfully request that the Town vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $1,451.00 in support of Carroll County Against Domestic Violence & 
Rape. (Submitted by petition) (Recommended by the Board of Selectmen) (Recom- 
mended by the Budget Committee) The Moderator asked for a motion to move 
the Article for discussion purposes. Article moved by Selectman Ganem, second- 
ed by Selectman Erickson. The Moderator asked for discussion on the Article. 
The Moderator recognized Mrs. Eddie DeMarais who presented an amendment 
to the Article to change the amount from $1,451.00 to $2,000.00. The Article would 
then read: ‘“‘To respectfully request that the Town vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $2,000.00 in support of Carroll County Against Domestic Violence & 
Rape, on the condition that volunteer training and support groups be made 
available in the Southern Carroll Country area.’’ Several spoke for the Article. The 
Moderator called for a vote on the Article, as Amended. The voice vote was in 
the affirmative with the Moderator declaring the Article adopted as amended. 


ARTICLE 6: To see if the Town will vote to establish a contingency fund of 
$8,000.00 to meet the costs of expenses not anticipated that may arise during 
the year. A detailed report of all expenditures from the contingency fund shall be 
made by the Selectmen and published in the Town Report. (Submitted by the Board 
of Selectmen) (Recommended by the Budget Committee) The Moderator read the 
Article and asked for a motion to move the Article for discussion purposes. Article 
moved by Selectman Elkins, seconded by Selectman Ganem. There being no 
discussion, the Moderator called for a vote on the Article as read. Voice vote in - 
the affirmative with the Moderator declaring the Article adopted. 


ARTICLE 7: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sums 
of money, recommended by the Budget Committee to defray Town expenses for 
the year ensuing or pass any motion related thereto. The Moderator read the Arti- 
cle and asked for a motion to move the Article for discussion purposes. Article 
moved by David Senecal, seconded by Selectman Ganem. The Moderator 
recognized Reverend Richard Bennett who presented an Amendment which read: 
“| move to Amend Article 76 of 1990 Town Budget to increase the bottom line 
by $15,000 and credit this amount to the account of the Wolfeboro Public Library 
so that the line total for the Library reads $129,200.00.’’ Motion seconded by John 
Ballard. No discussion. Voice vote was in the affirmative thereby the Amendment 
carried by majority vote. The Moderator recognized Mr. Paul Hatch who presented 
an Amendment to the Article which read: ‘‘To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sums of money, recommended by the Budget Committee to 
defray Town Expenses for the year ensuing or to pass any motion related thereto, 
and further, to instruct the Wolfeboro Budget Committee in all subsequent budget 
requests presented to the voters of Wolfeboro at their annual town meeting, to 
include in all departmental budgets information relating to the actual total costs 
incurred, including but not limited to utilities, electric costs, pro-rata and actual 
insurance costs, FICA tax contributions, benefits paid or any other expenses pro- 
vided by other town departments. The purpose of such information to accurately 
portray the real costs incurred in the operation and maintainence of all town depart- 
ments.’’ Motion seconded by Mr. James Lazenby. Discussion followed on the 
Amendment. Voice vote taken on the Amendment. Voice vote in the negative and 
the Moderator delcared the Amendment defeated. The Moderator asked if anyone 
wished to speak to the Article as originally presented. Discussion followed on the 
various items listed in the Budget with the Budget Committee clarifying the 
miscellaneous items to the voter’s satisfaction. A motion was made by Jeff Badger 
to Amend the Budget by decreasing the amount of $51,000.00 from the Incinerator 
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reducing the bottom line budget by that amount. Motion seconded by Peggy Janik. 
Discussion followed. The Moderator asked for a voice vote on the amendment 
to the Article. Voice vote in the negative and the Moderator declared the Amend- 
ment defeated. The Moderator asked if there was any further discussion on the 
Article. Mr. Badger then made an amendment to the Incinerator budget to place 
the $42,500 in a contingency fund for the study and closure of the landfill. Motion 
seconded by Mrs. Kathleen Moody. Discussion followed. The Moderator then asked 
for further discussion on the Article, at which time David Senecal, Chairman of 
the Budget Committee announced that this amount is earmarked for that amend- 
ment. The Moderator then asked for further discussion. There being none he an- 
nounced that by adding $15,000.00 for the Library and increasing the appropria- 
tion in Articie 5 by $549.00 that the total budget for the Town of Wolfeboro would 
be $8,905,671.00. 


ARTICLE 8: To see if the Town will authorize the Board of Selectmen to hire 
a sum of money necessary to pay expenses in anticipation of taxes and federal 
grants. (Submitted by the Board of Selectmen) The Moderator read the Article 
and asked for a motion to move the Article. Motion made by Selectman Erickson 
seconded by Selectman Elkins. No discussion on the Article. The Moderator ask- 
ed for a voice vote on the Article as read with the voice vote being in the affir- 
mative. The Moderator declared the Articie adopted. 


ARTICLE 9: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen 
to apply for, accept and expend money from the State, Federal or any govern- 
mental unti or a private source which becomes available during the year in accor- 
dance with the procedure set forth in New Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated 
31:95-b. The Board of Selectmen shall, before accepting funds from the above 
list of sources hold a public hearing to obtain the feeling of the Town. (Submitted 
by the Board of Selectmen) The Moderator read the Article in its entirety and ask- 
ed for a motion to move the Article. Motion made by Selectman Erickson, seconded 
by Selectman Elkins for discussion purposes. There being no discussion, the 
Moderator called for a voice vote. Voice Vote was in the affirmative and the 
Moderator declared the Article adopted. 


ARTICLE 10: To see if the Town will vote to enact the ‘‘Town of Wolfeboro 
Floodplain Management Ordinance [60.3(c)]’’ as required by the Federal Manage- 
ment Emergency Agency (FEMA) to acquire flood insurance or receive disaster 
assistance for properties which lie within the one-hundred year floodplain as 
designated by FEMA (Submitted by the Board of Selectmen) The Moderator read 
the Article in its entirety and asked for a motion to move the Article. Motion made 
by Selectman Elkins, seconded by Donald Hallock for discussion purposes. There 
being no discussion, the Moderator called for a vote on the Article. Voice vote 
in the affirmative and the Moderator deciared the Article adopted. 


ARTICLE 11: To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to sell and con- 
vey by Quitclaim Deed, following notice of sale by advertisement, any or all pro- 
perties acquired by Tax Collector’s deeds, and to administer said properties as 
they deem in the best interest of the Town. The Moderator read the Article in its 
entirety and asked for a motion to move the Article. Motion made by Selectman 
Ganem, seconded by Selectman Erickson for discussion purposes. There being 
no discussion the Moderator called for a voice vote on the Article. Voice vote in 
the affirmative and the Moderator delcared the Article adopted. 


ARTICLE 12: To see if the Town will vote to sell a parcel of land on Forest 
Rd. to Fred D. Cain, and Maryann Cain. Said land being part of Lot #4 abutting 
Lot #5 owned by Fred D. and Maryann Cain, and recorded in Carroll County 
Registry Book 343, Page 335. The section of Lot #4 is 34’ X 130’ along Forest 
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Rd. x 37’. (Submitted by petition) The Moderator read the Article in its entirety 
and asked for a motion to move the Article. A motion to postpone indefinitely was 
made by Mr. Albert Wentworth, seconded by Mrs. Terri Kennington. The Moderator 
announced that it was not debatable requiring 24 majority. Voice vote was in the 
affirmative and so declared by the Moderator. A request for a stand-up vote was 
made by Selectman Elkins. Upon receiving a count, it was determined by the 
Moderator that his call was incorrect and that a 24 majority had not been met and 
the motion had failed 161-100. Motion to move the Article for discussion was made 
by Selectman Erickson, seconded by Selectman Elkins. Selectman Elkins explain- 
ed the background of the Article wherein 25’ of land that Mr. Cain has been main- 
taining, which is a part of his lawn, left by the Town when the new road constructed. 
Mr. Pike spoke against the Article stating that he felt that it should be put up for 
bid. Discussion followed, The Moderator moved the question asking for a voice 
vote. Voice vote in the negative and the Moderator declared the Article defeated. 


ARTICLE 13: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to con- 
vey to Christopher M. Runnals and Jeffrey P. Runnals of Wolfeboro land off Plea- 
sant Valley Road described as “‘Backlot 12-5-47”’ in tax collector’s deed to the 
Town dated September 20, 1984, recorded in Carroll County Records, Book 963, 
Page 112. (Submitted by the Board of Selectmen) Article moved by Selectman 
Elkins, seconded by Selectman Erickson for discussion. Town Manger, Chester 
L. Spinney, Jr. explained the Article in that this was to clear the title on a piece 
of property. The title search of this property indicates that an error was made when 
the Tax Maps were revised back in 1981 and instead of being shown as one lot, 
the Runnal’s property was divided into two separate lots, one part of it was taxed 
to the Runnals and the other 4.8 acre parcel was taxed to someone else and at 
that time they did not pay the taxes and subsequently it was taken by the Town 
and deeded to the Town and what this Article is doing is to reconvey this property 
to the proper owner. The Moderator asked for further discussion on the Article 
there being none asked for a voice vote. Voice vote was in the affirmative and 
the Moderator declared the Article adopted as read. 


ARTICLE 14: To see if the Town will vote to authorize that the Conservation 
Commission be empowered to manage the Town forests under the provision of 
RSA 31:112(11), and that any proceeds as might accrue from said forests be placed 
in a separate conservation fund to be managed by said Commission. (Submitted 
by the Board of Selectmen) The Moderator read the Article in its entirety and ask- 
ed for a motion on the Article. Motion to move the Article was made by Selectman 
Ganem, seconded by Mr. Donald Hallock. No discussion on the Article. Voice vote 
in the affirmative with the Moderator declaring the Article adopted. 


ARTICLE 15: To see if the Town will vote to elect the Director of Parks and 
Recreation pursuant to the provisions of RSA 41-2, said election to commence 
with the March 1991 town meeting. (Submitted by petition) A motion to postpone 
indefinitely was made by Selectman Erickson, seconded by Selectman Elkins. A 
voice vote was in the affirmative receiving the necessary 24 majority. The Moderator 
declared the motion a vote. 


ARTICLE 16: ‘‘Hereafter, the Allen Albee and the Carry beaches in the Town 
of Wolfeboro shall be open for use only by taxpayers and residents of the Town 
of Wolfeboro and their guests.’’ (Submitted by petition) The Moderator asked for 
a motion on the Article. Mrs. Kathleen Moody moved the Article, seconded by 
James Lowry. Mrs. Moody moved to postpone the Article indefinitely seconded 
by Selectman Erickson wtih the voice vote being in the affirmative, and so declared 
by the Moderator. 


ARTICLE 17: To see if the Town will vote to asaiatate & and proclaim April 
22, 1990, as Earth Day 1990, and to set aside that day for public activities 
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promoting preservation of the global environment and launching the ‘“‘Decade of 
the Environment’. (Submitted by petition) Article moved by Brooks Campbell, 
seconded by Mr. Charles Horsken. The Moderator asked for discussion on the 
Article. Mrs. Susan Campbell spoke for the Article. A voice vote was taken by the 
Moderator. Voice vote in the Affirmative and so declared by the Moderator. 


ARTICLE 18: To see if the Town will vote to limit to two (2) the number of 
consecutive terms that may be served by any individual on the Planning Board, 
Board of Selectmen or the Board of Adjustment, and limit to one (1) the number 
of consecutive years any individual can preside as Chairman of any of the above 
referenced Boards. (Submitted by petition) The Article failed for a lack of a proposal. 


ARTICLE 19: To see if the Town will vote to make the members of the Plann- 
ing Board appointed by the Board of Selectmen as provided for in RSA 673:2 and 
in accordance with RSA 673:5. (Submitted by petition) Article moved by Mr. Jeff 
Badger, seconded by Mr. Brad Kirby for discussion. Several spoke against the 
Article. The Moderator asked for a voice vote on the Article proposed. Voice vote 
in the negative and the Article was declared defeated by the Moderator. 


ARTICLE 20: To see if the Town will vote to adopt the following ordinance 
regarding the use of the Wolfeboro Town beaches: 


TOWN BEACH ORDINANCE 

1. Use of Carry Beach and the Allen Albee Beach shall be limited to residents 
and taxpayers of the Town of Wolfeboro and their guests. 

a. For the purposes of this ordinance, the term ‘‘guests’’ shall include over- 
night guests at any hotel, motel, inn, boarding house, lodging house, tourist 
home, bed and breakfast or housekeeping cottage situated in the Town of 
Wolfeboro. 

2. Motor vehicle parking at Carry Beach and the Allen Albee Beach shall be by 
parking permit or guest pass only. 

a. Each resident and taxpayer shall be entitled to one parking permit for each 
motor vehicle registered to that taxpayer or resident. 

b. Each hotel, motel, inn, boarding house, lodging house, tourist home, bed 
and breakfast or housekeeping cottage shall be entitled to one guest pass 
for each rental unit providing overnight accomodations maintained by it within 
the Town of Wolfeboro. 

c. Parking permits shall be issued annually by the Wolfeboro Town Office to 
residents and taxpayers upon presentation of motor vehicle registrations. 
Parking permits shall not be transferable. 

d. Guest passes shall be issued annually by the Wolfeboro Town Office to each 
hotel, motel, inn, boarding house, lodging house, tourist home, bed and 
breakfast or housekeeping cottage upon request, provided that the total 
number of guest passes issued in any one calendar year shall not exceed 
the total number of overnight rental units maintained by the hotel, motel, 
inn, boarding house, lodging house, tourist home, bed and breakfast or 
housekeeping cottage within the Town of Wolfeboro. 

e. A parking permit or guest pass shall be valid for a period of one year com- 

mencing January 1. 

. The Board of Selectmen shall establish fees to defray the cost of annually 
printing the parking permits and guest passes. In no case shall the fee ex- 
ceed Two Dollars ($2.00) for each permit or guest pass issued. 

3. Any person parking at Carry Beach or the Allen Albee Beach without a valid 
parking permit or guest pass shall be in violation of the Town of Wolfeboro 
parking regulations and shall be fined Five Dollars ($5.00) for first offense, Ten 
Dollars ($10.00) for the second offense and Fifteen Dollars ($15.00) for each 
subsequent offense. Fines are payable within forty-eight (48) hours at the 
Wolfeboro Police Station. Fines not paid within forty-eight (48) hours shall 
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be subject to an additional penalty of Five Dollars.($5.00). Vehicles parked in 

violation of this ordinance are subject to being towed at the owners; expense. 
and further: 
To see if Town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum not to exceed Five Hun- 
dred Dollars ($500.00) to defray the cost of printing the parking permits and guest 
passes. (Submitted by petition) The Moderator read the Article in its entirety. The 
Article moved by Mrs. Terri Kennington, seconded by Mrs. Rebecca Swaffield. 
Mrs. Swaffield spoke for the Article. A discussion followed on the Article. Mr. Cur- 
tis Pike asked if the Town Meeting had the authority to make Town Ordinances 
or are they made by the Board of Selectmen. The Moderator indicated that this 
Article had been referred to Town Council who responded that the Article, if pass- 
ed, would be advisory only, but would entertain discussion and a vote on the Arti- 
cle as proposed. A lengthy discussion followed. A motion to amend the Article 
was made by Mr. Douglas Cady, seconded by Mr. Henry Maxfield to have this 
enforced between June 1st and October 1st of each year. Voice vote on the Amend- 
ment was in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 21: To see if the Town of Wolfeboro will send a message to the 
Legislature and Governor calling for a comprehensive toxics law requiring coor- 
dinated programs of planning, research and development, education, enforcement, 
and economic incentives to achieve toxics reduction by substitution with safer 
substances. (Submitted by petition) The Moderator read the Article in its entirety. 
The Article moved by Brooks Campbell seconded by Linda Lugg. Brooks Camp- 
bell spoke for the Article. With no further discussion on the Article, the Moderator 
declared the Article adopted. 


ARTICLE 22: To see if the Town will vote to procure a free energy audit for 
all Town Buildings as provided by Public Service of New Hampshire. (Submitted 
by petition) The Moderator read the Article in its entirety and asked for a motion 
to move the Article. Motion made by John Ballard, seconded by Paul Kimball for 
discussion purposes. A short discussion followed with several people speaking 
for the Article. The Moderator then asked for a voice vote on the Article. Voice 
vote in the affirmative and the Moderator declared the Article adopted. 


ARTICLE 23: To see if the Town will vote to require all Town Offices to pur- 
chase paper and other products made of recycled materials whenever possible. 
(Submitted by petition) The Moderator read the Article in its entirety and asked 
for a motion to move the Article. Motion made by Susan Campbell, seconded by 
Ann Swanick. William Swaffield spoke to the Article. A short discussion followed. 
The Moderator asked for a voice vote on the Article. Voice vote in the affirmative 
and the Moderator declared the Article adopted. 


ARTICLE 24: To see if the Town will instruct the Board of Selectmen to ap- 
point a committee on recycling. The committee shall be responsible for investigating 
methods for recycling and available markets for recyclables. The committee will 
assist in the plan for development of a resource recovery transfer station. (Sub- 
mitted by petition) The Moderator read the Article in its entirety and asked for a 
motion to move the Article. Motion made by John Ballard, seconded by Paul Kim- 
ball. Anne Garvey spoke for the Article. A discussion followed. The Moderator asked 
for a voice vote on the Article. Voice vote in the affirmative and the Moderator 
declared the Article adopted. 
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ARTICLE 25: To see if the Town will vote. to adopt the following zoning 
amendments:

ARTICLE 26: And to conduct any other business that may legally come before 
this meeting. The Moderator announced that this was the time to take up items 
that are not specifically noted. The Moderator recognized Mr. Russell Chase. Mr. 
Chase thanked the community for honoring him in the 1989 Town Report. He then 
announced that a walkway and parkway would be made along Back Bay (railroad . 
tracks from the railroad station to Wolfeboro Falls) and that this project would be 
undertaken by the Wolfeboro Rotary Club and was very enthusiastic about this 
project and asked for the community’s support. He then went on to the subject 
of dedicated people serving the community in Town Government and wished to 
recognize them collectively and to particularly recognize Selectman Eric Erickson 
who has served the Town unselfishly for many years. The citizens in the audience 
applauded this recognition. The Moderator then read in to the record the follow- 
ing statement: ‘‘The Board of Selectmen had intended to propose a Warrant Arti- 
cle authorizing them to lease a small portion of Town-owned property, (The former 
Wolfeboro Railroad Property). Through no one’s fault, but due to inadvertence, 
the Article was not included in this year’s Warrant. It will probably be subject to 
a Warrant Article at a future Town Meeting.;; 


Adjournment: 11:05 P.M. 

The Moderator asked for a motion to adjourn. Motion made by Selectman 
Erickson, seconded by Selectman Ganem to adjourn the 1990 Town Meeting. The 
vote was unanimous. .

Report of the Chairman of the 
Board of Selectmen 


It is with great pleasure that we present the 1990 Town Report. In the follow- 
ing pages you will be given reports about the progress and some future concerns 
in all of the areas of town government. 

1990 has been a busy year with numerous meetings, changes, ac- 
complishments and the setting in motion, a process of planning for the future. 
Some highlights need to be mentioned. In 1990 we said thank you to Chet 
Spinney for his five years as Town Manager. The creation and development of 
the Russell C. Chase Bridge Falls Path was accomplished through the efforts of 
Russ Chase, the Wolfeboro Rotary Club, the Town of Wolfeboro, and hundreds 
of townspeople. 

Land conservation proved to be very important to Wolfeboro and land was 
put in trust through the generosity of Bowers and Merina and Mr. and Mrs. Donald 
McBridge. 

From 132 applicants came a new Town Manager, James McSweeney and 
with him came a new budget process, the beginning of a capital improvement 
plan and town public relations. 

With the cooperation of the Chamber of Commerce came the work to preserve 
the Back Bay Area and the Back Bay Study Committee. 

The Recycling Committee, voted for in 1990 became a reality and was given 
its charge by the Board of Selectmen. The committee is meeting and has already 
given some recommendations to the town for improving our recycling methods. 

Wolfeboro with the other towns of the Governor Wentworth School District 
is a member of the Selectmen/School Committee. This committee is meeting 
regularly and working to solve town/school related problems. In 1990 Wolfeboro’s 
property revaluation was completed. 

The Town of Wolfeboro still faces increasing complex problems — such as 
solid waste disposal, traffic/parking problems, waterfront management and the 
increasing demand on our property taxes by the state mandates. The solutions 
of these problems will depend upon close cooperation of all levels of government, 
planning, the business community and citizen participation. . 

The various boards and town committees need to continue to work together 
cooperatively. We need to continue to have openess in government allowing peo- 
ple to speak out and voice their opinions. We need to recognize and respect the- 
value of all people, our summer people, our newcomers and our young people. 
We need to continue to have people willing to take leadership roles on the various 
boards and committees and willing to seek elected positions. 

People in a community are responsible for what the community becomes. 
There are those who shape it and use it, those who preserve it and change it, 
but all of us benefit from it, because we are fortunate to live here.

The above graph illustrates the dramatic decline in subdivision activity 
Wolfeboro has experienced over the past 5 years. Numbers for both commercial 
and multi-family projects have also dropped significantly. In 1990, the Planning 
Board approved 8 commercial site review proposals representing new or expanded 
business projects. Significant applications now in process include a 60 lot sub- 
division proposal and major commercial site reviews for two fast food restaurants. 

Wolfeboro voters approved the creation of a Wetlands Conservation Overlay 
District in March, 1990 recognizing the need for wetlands protection of a local 
nature. This zoning provision grants authority to the Planning Board to review and 
regulate certain activities in wetlands. The Board heard 3 requests for Special 
Use Permits this year; the process worked well for both landowners and the Town. 
The location of public hearings of the Board changed in 1990. Due to a conflic- 
ting schedule with the Wolfeboro District Court, the Planning Board now conducts 
all public hearings at the Public Library on Tuesday evenings. Work Sessions of 
the Board, also held Tuesday evenings, continue to be held at the Planning Of- 
fice of Town Hall. Thank you to Louise Gehman and the library staff for accom- 
modating the Board so graciously. 

The Board once again wishes to thank our Town Planner, Amanda Simpson, 
for a job well done. Her knowledge of planning issues and attention to detail serve 
the applicant and public well. 

The Planning Board lost the valuable services of Bob Charnock, long time 
member and past Chairman, when he resigned in late 1990. Bob’s strong leader- 
ship carried the Board through the hectic and often difficult development boom 
of recent years. His commitment to public service, tremendous energy and per- 
sonal integrity challenge each of us to do a better job. 
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This new year brings to us a host of challenges. The Planning Board is strongly 
commited to meeting and working with other Boards, Town staff, business, pro- 
fessional and neighborhood groups, and interested individuals to help create and 
maintain a healthy, attractive and enjoyable town.

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Report of the Planning Department 


This year has been one of change. The change in the economic condition 
of the country has been reflected by a shift in the applications before the Plan- 
ning Board from subdivision to commercial site review. Although there has been 
an overall decline in applications, the requests for commercial development ap- 
provals indicates that Wolfeboro remains competitive in the region for attracting — 
business. Examples include the development of a local bank, the branch location 
of Farmington National Bank, interest in the community by Dunkin’ Donuts and 
McDonald’s franchises and the renovations to the BankEast Shopping Center. 
It will be important to maintain and improve Wolfeboro’s attractiveness in the region. 

The department has been assisting with several new recreational opportunities. 
The planning and design of the Bridge-Falls Path, a linear park connecting 
Wolfeboro Falls and downtown Wolfeboro, is nearing completion through a joint 
effort by the Rotary Club and the Town. The Rotary provided a pledge of match- 
ing funds in the amount of $25,000 to allow the Town to make a successful ap- 
plication to the New Hampshire Division of Parks and Recreation for federal funds 
in the amount of $24,290. The Wolfeboro LCIP Task Force and the Planning Depart- 
ment worked together to make an application to the Trust for New Hampshire Lands 
for participation in the Land Conservation Investment Program. Our sincere thanks 
go to David Q. Bowers, Raymond N. Merena and Donald H. McBride for their 
generous contributions and commitment to the protection of natural resources and 
provision of recreational opportunities for the community. Thanks to the Rotary 
Club, landowners and volunteers, the Town’s financial commitment for these pro- 
jects has been limited to staff time. 

The Governor’s Commission on the 21st Century selected the Town for the 
“2 Million Project’’, a mapping project free to the Town to assist the community 
in preparing for future growth. 

- In an effort to stay abreast of regional issues, the Town Planner is participating 
in a professional planner’s forum on a regular basis. The forum serves as an avenue 
to share planning issues and solutions with other planners in the region as well 
as providing a collective voice for responding to proposed State legislation and 
regional planning efforts. The Planner has also accepted a volunteer position on 
the Carroll County Conservation District Board of Supervisors. 

Additions to the office include a new micro computer workstation to assist 
staff in more efficient and effective administration and record keeping. 

Completed projects this year include the reorganization of records and the 
recodification of the Zoning Ordinance. All application files are now filed by the 
Town property identification number (map-block-lot). 

Projects in progress include the development of a community attitudes survey 
as the first step to the update of the 1980 Master Plan, assistance to the Town 
Manager for the Capital Improvements Program; and development of an updated 
base map and zoning map to be available for the 1991 edition of the Zoning 
Ordinance. 

Achievements within the Planning Department eerane depend on the 
cooperation and assistance of other departments, boards and individuals. A special 
thanks to the following: 


1. The applicants for their patience and cooperation during the implemen- 
tation of new policies on submittal and review procedures; 


2. The Rotary Club and especially Stan Stevens for their willingness and 
effort in making the Bridge-Falls Path a reality; 


3. The Wolfeboro Task Force for their assistance and guidance in the 
preparation of the LCIP application 
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. Sue Glenn, Recreation Director, for her assistance in the preparation of 
the TNHL/LCIP and LWCF applications; 


. The Conservation Commission for their extra effort and cooperation in 
accepting the McBride conservation easement; 


. Bob Charnock for his service to the community as Planning Board Chair- 
man and his continued support for our planning efforts; and last but cer- 
tainly not least 


. Joyce Davis for her dedication and service to the community as Plan- 
ning Board Chairman.

The Wolfeboro Zoning Board of Adjustment received a total of sixteen requests 
for hearings, the smallest number in many years. 

Ten were for special exceptions; nine were granted and one was continued

The Zoning Board members are required by law to base decisions on legal 
grounds and not on what members consider to be the best interests of the area 
or neighborhood. 

Hearings are held in Town Hall on the first and third Mondays as required. 
Notifications are published in the Wolfeboro Times. The public is invited to attend 
the hearings.

Annual Police Report 1990 


Another year has passed and some significant changes have occurred. Sat. 
John Donovan retired after nineteen years of service to the Town. “‘Dunny,”’ as 
he is affectionately known to many of you, will be sorely missed. | am pleased 
to say that he is staying on as a part-time dispatcher so we don’t entirely lose 
those many years of experience. 

We also have a new Communications Supervisor. Mrs. Jean Banks was pro- 
moted to that position. Jean, many of you may know, headed up our Children’s 
Christmas Program. She reports another very successful year and we want to thank 
the many people who helped out. 

Central Dispatch is well on its way. By the time this report is published we 
will be in the process of installing a state of the art modular radio system for the 
Town. Updated recording equipment will soon be in place and we hope that 9-1-1 
emergency telephone communications will arrive before the summer of 1991. - 
These are very positive services for the delivery of emergency services. It is my 
fervent hope that none of you will ever need to utilize the system, but if you do, 
it will be there waiting to send assistance to you quickly and efficiently. 

In the activity section of this report, | am very pleased to say that we had a 
25% decrease in accidents. Unfortunately, we again had a fatality. In the Uniform 
Crime Statistics (UCR) you will note a decrease in some areas. Of note is the 
decrease in burglaries of 22%, theft 5% and vandalism 30%. | believe these 
decreases are due in large part to the fact that the patrol force recorded a sizable 
increase in motor vehicle activity. Between the patrol force and the detectives, 
there was an increase in criminal arrest of 17%, motor vehicle arrests 37%, sum- 
monses 36%, warnings 61%, checkups 19% and DE tags 54%. All of this, | am 
sure, contributed to a reduction in accidents and criminal activity. 

Of concern to me is the increasing number of alarms that the department 
is responding to. We experienced a 9% increase and this has been steadily clim- 
bing. Each of those 474 alarms represents an emergency response. It is inevitable 
that some control must be placed over alarm systems to reduce this problem. 

Further on you will find various activity comparisons and a crime clock. To 
help bring some perspective to these, | offer the following statistics excerpted from 
an address to the General Assembly of the International Association of Chief of 
Police by then president, Chief Charles Reynolds of Dover, New Hampshire. 

“This week in America we'll buy 223,290 new cars and trucks, but we'll steal 
19,625. Today in America we'll eat 75 acres of pizza, 1.6 million Big Macs, 2.4 
million gallons of ice cream; we’lldrink 347,945 cups of coffee, and 13.3 million 
gallons of milk. But we’ll also have the homeless and the hungry. This week 216,000 
citizens will be victims of criminal acts, over 21,000 of which will be violent acts.”’ 

Somehow, after hearing these quotes, it occurred to me that Wolfeboro isn’t 
such a bad place to live. 

| want to close by thanking all those who have assisted us through the year 
in making our job just a little easier.

Department of Rescue 
Annual Report 


To the citizens of the Town of Wolfeboro, | take pleasure in presenting the 
Department of Rescue’s annual report for 1990. 

During 1990 we answered 154 calls for assistance, which were broken down 
as follows: 28 motor vehicle accidents; 101 medicals; 20 fires; and 5 miscellaneous 
runs. Sadly, one of the motor vehicle accidents turned out to be a fatal mishap. 

As far as runs go, 1990 was, for the most part, a repeat of 1989 in that our 
calls came in spurts. One dramatic departure from the previous year, however, 
was in the number of requests for assistance made to the department: 154 as 
compared to 201 for 1989. We are still analyzing the decline, but it appears to 
be for several reasons. One of these is a decline in the number of visitors to our 
area throughout the calendar year. Other possibilities are still being investigated. 

1990 saw a turnover in rescue personnel, but new membership has kept 
abreast of those who have resigned. By the spring, all but two of our personnel 
will be Nationally Registered Emergency Medical Technicians. All of the depart- 
ment members are continuing to receive training in the various aspects of heavy 
rescue. Heavy rescue, like the fire service, is becoming more and more technical. 
It requires a great deal of concentration in order for one to begin to attain profi- 
ciency in the techniques necessary to safely and efficiently effect a succesful 
rescue in a minimum amount of time. 

With the advent of the 1990s, all the emergency services, including rescue, 
are coming under closer scrutiny of government safety agencies. We all must com- 
ply with organizations such as OSHA (Occupational Safety and Hazards Ad- 
ministration) to ensure that all our members are adequately protected during a 
rescue or medical operation. We are in the process of meeting those requirements, 
and will continue to do so as new standards are enacted. 

The high point of 1990 was the arrival in March of the new rescue truck. There 
were several problems with the vehicle when it arrived, but those problems have 
been corrected by the manufacturer’s area representatives. 

A great deal of time was spent by the members of the department in prepar- 
ing the unit for service. Some of the things that were done included: the lining 
of all the shelves with protective rubber matting; the installation of portable flood 
lights; the manufacturing of a cabinet for survival and food supplies; the installa- 
tion of a microwave oven to be used on prolonged rescue missions; the installa- 
tion of a computer to be used for information retrieval; the construction and in- 
stallation of a collapsable stokes litter holder; and much, much more. A very special 
thank you must be extended to squadmember, Eliot Wyman who gave freely of 
his time in transferring equipment from the old truck to the new one. 

During 1990 we had a number of occasions to use the new rescue truck and 
| must report that it is a pleasure to work with a vehicle that is set up as efficiently 
as this one is. All the time and planning that went into it have paid off, even with 
the modifications that had to be made. We have significantly cut our setup time 
at a rescue scene from roughly 7/2 minutes to approximately 30 seconds. Those 
seven saved minutes can mean the difference between success and failure in 
certain critical situations. 

Sometime in 1991, we will be moving to the new 911 emergency call system. 
Watch the newspapers and listen to the radio for information as to when this will 
take place. Speaking for the rescue department, | must urge all of the area citizens 
that when this system goes on line to use it only for true emergencies. Mean- 
while, continue to’'use the current emergency numbers. 
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When you have an emergency, you can assist Wolfeboro’s public safety 
departments by giving the following information to the dispatcher: your name, your 
exact location (not just a street number), the exact nature of the emergency and 
as much information about the emergency as possible, and the telephone number 
that you are calling from in case the dispatcher has to call you back. 

In closing, | would like to thank the people of Wolfeboro who continue in their 
support of Wolfeboro’s Heavy Rescue Department. | also wish to thank the various 
Town agencies and departments and Lakeside Ambulance for their assistance 
during 1990.

Chief Engineer’s Report 


The Fire Department answered a total of 215 alarms which consisted of 35 
box alarms, 173 still alarms and 7 engineer calls. 

In responding to the calls 1,435 miles were traveled, 1,536 man hours of labor 
utilized, 2400 feet of 1 inch hose, 600 feet of 12 inch hose, 3400 feet of 134 inch 
hose, 400 feet of 2% inch hose, and 6450 feet of 3 inch hose were used. 450 
feet of ladders were raised. 

The members of the department put on a fire prevention class at the Nursery 
School and at Carpenter School for the first grade through the sixth grade. They 
assisted Huggins Hospital, Carpenter School and Kingswood High School with 
fire drills. They inspected 90 oil burner installations, 10 day care homes, 12 places 
of assembly and 65 chimney and wood stove installations. — 

Five members passed the Fire Fighter Level | course. Four members passed 
the EMT course. Two members passed the Career Level course. One member 
passed the National Fire Academy Incident Command course held in Nashua, 
N.H. One member passed the Certified Survivair Repair Technician course held 
in New Jersey. One member passed the Haz-Mat Cargo Tank course held in Con- 
cord, N.H. One member attended a three day Fire Command course held at Stur- 
bridge, MA. 

An old house at the foot of Brick Yard Hill was used several times for air mask, 
ventilation, search and rescue, ladder and over haul drills. Thank to Mr. Edw. 
Leroux. 

One hose testing pump, one air mask, one portable radio, one pager, some 
small fittings, boots, coats, pants and gloves were replaced. 

Sincere thanks are extended to the town officers and departments for their 
assistance throughout the year and a special thanks to all call men.

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Report of Town Forest Fire Warden 
and State Forest Ranger 


During Calendar Year 1990, the State of New Hampshire experienced an 
average number of wildfires. The three leading causes of these wildfires were fires 
kindled without a fire permit from the Forest Fire Warden, permit fires that escaped 
control and rekindled fires. All these causes are preventable, but only with your 
help. 

Please help your town and state forest fire officials with forest fire preven- 
tion. New Hampshire State Law (RSA 224:27 Il) requires that, ‘‘No person, firm 
or corporation shall kindle or cause to be kindled any fire or burn or cause to be 
burned any material in the open, except when the ground is covered with snow, 
without first obtaining a written fire permit from the Forest Fire Warden of 
the town where the burning is to be done.’’ 

Violations of RSA 224:27 Il and the other burning laws of the State of New 
Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable by fines up to $1,000 and/or a year in 
jail and you are also liable for all fire suppression costs. 

The State of New Hampshire, Division of Forests and Lands assisted many 
towns in wildland fire suppression during 1990, including a 262 acre fire in Moulton- 
boro and several fires in Hooksett. 

In 1990, the New Hampshire Division of Forests and Lands trained 844 local 
Wardens and Deputy Wardens in the Incident Command System (ICS), an inci- 
dent management system for all types of emergencies. In 1991, Wardens will be 
trained in the use of Class A foam in wildfire suppression.

PRIMARY - SECONDARY FACILITY 

The main Primary - Secondary Treatment Facility is functioning on an even 
keel. There is much equipment to be updated or replaced to maintain a high effi- 
cient operation. It is hoped that with the new CIP (Capital Improvement Program) 
Operation. being installed in the budgetary picture, it will open up the future replace- 
ment and overhaul of major equipment within an acceptable time frame. This 
means a planned program of anticipated changes rather than using the band-aid 
approach that has existed. 

During 1990, 138,143,800 gallons were processed through the plant or 378,476 
gallons average per day. This is an increase of 0.0052% over last year’s total. 
An ongoing study by Sterns & Wheler indicates an excessive amount of | & | (In- 
flow and Infiltration) in our collection system. 

The septage haulers in 1990 brought to the plant only 205,000 gallons. This 
is a reduction of 47,000 gallons. In the past each year there has been an increase 
in the septage haulers’ amounts, but it appears the current backsliding of the 
economy even extends to this part of home maintenance. 


TERTIARY TREATMENT FACILITY 
1990 was the 13th year of operation of the Spray Irrigation System, which 
eliminates the direct discharge to Back Bay. Heavy damage to area and equip- 
ment continues because of irresponsible minors on ATVs, adults on motorbikes 
and in fourwheel trucks, as well as rifle fire to pipes by a small segment of hunters. 
The three 60-HP Pumps operated approximately 2898 Hours pumping about 
158,000,000 gallons of treated effluent onto the five spray fields.

The Municipal Electric highest demand of 13,474 KW occurred in January. 

The Department contract with Public Service of New Hampshire through Oc- 
tober paying the Department for reserved capacity plus any fuel charges even 
if the diesels are operating was cancelled. We are now back to peak shaving. 

Fuel costs continue to decline. As Seabrook commenced operation we saw 
a credit fuel charge this fall. Unfortunately even though fuel costs have decreas- 
ed the cost of the plant will drive our wholesale costs. 

The Department continued to provide support to the Chamber of Commerce. 
Huggins Hospital, American Legion and other organizations for fairs and Christmas 
lighting. 

The bankruptcy of our supplier Public Service of New Hampshire and 
Seabrook uncertainty leaves the energy situation in New Hampshire with many 
question marks. The Department has held several meetings with other New Hamp- 
shire electric utilities. The group has shared many different ideas. Obviously the 
rate will increase in 1991, it is just a question of what the regulators will allow 
the new company to pass on to the wholesale customers. We have hired an at- 
torney in Concord who is looking at all avenues for the Municipal Electric Depart- 
ments served by PSNH. 

We have four linemen attending school on a monthly basis at Northeast Public 
Power. The Department also has at least six safety meetings per year with their 
instructor at our facilities. 

The spacer cable or new line wire was installed in the East Wolfeboro area 
in 1990. This was a major project. The Department with the aid of Public Service 
Co. also installed a switch on the highline which allows us to disconnect the line 
from the downtown area and serve from the North Main Street substation should 
there be a problem near the plant facilities. 

A 15,000 gallon fuel storage facility complete with spill containment was in- 
stalled at the plant replacing two 15,000 gallon tanks which were over 35 years old. 

The Department is striving to comply with the environmental study report com- 
pleted by Northeast Public Power. 

The.retirement of Kenneth Jordan, meterman and lineman was accepted with 
regret. Ken was a loyal and dedicated employee who will be missed. 

The Municipal Electric Department has filed a budget with the Town of 
Wolfeboro which is printed in this report. We also file a financial statement with 
The Public Utilities Commission in Concord. 

A sincere thank you to all customers, employees, Town Officials and other 
Department employees who cooperated with the Municipal Electric Department 
in 1990.

Annual Report for 1990 


For the Wolfeboro Department of Parks and Recreation, 1990 was a year of 
transition. Staff changes posed a challenge for the Department to continue the 
tradition of quality recreation programming while improving and expanding the 
variety of opportunities available to the Community. 

A growing number of youth programs continue to enjoy great popularity while 
the Department of Parks and Recreation has emphasized a concerted effort to 
provide teenage and young adult programs and special events. In addition, the 
First Annual Family Fun Day was held in October at the Foss Field Recreation 
Complex. Family games, clowns, music and refreshments rounded out a beautiful 
autumn afternoon of fun. 

The Pop Whalen Ice and Arts Center is quickly becoming a true gem to the 
Town of Wolfeboro. 1990-91 marks the first fully operational skating season. With 
the help of refrigeration, the Arena now guarantees over five months of skating 
pleasure, thanks to the enormous volunteer community effort, as well as financial 
support provided by the Back Bay Youth Hockey Association, and donations from 
Brewster Academy. 

The skating arena offers daily public skating and stick practice sessions Mon- 
day through Friday as well as catering to several school programs during the day. 
Friday nights are scheduled as ‘‘school nights” which reserve the entire arena 
for K-6, Junior High, and High School students. Prime time weekend hours are 
available for family and public skating. 

The outdoor rink was opened on December 26th this year which is com- 
paratively late due to the unseasonably warm winter temperatures. The outside 
rink is open daily until 8pm and until 4:30 on Sundays. Unusual winter weather 
has emphasized the value of the skating facilities at Abenaki. The lack of snow 
fall through the middle of January has encouraged skiers to take part in the skating 
opportunities, boosting attendance to record levels. 

The Parks and Recreation Department anticipates going into the spring 
seasons with a full staff and enthusiasm to face the challenge of providing top 
quality recreation and leisure services to the Wolfeboro Community. 

A big thanks to each and every seasonal staff member and to the many 
volunteers and supporters who have made our programs and facilities what they 
are today. A heartfelt thank you to Kathy Rankin for her dedication and assistance, 
and to all of the Town Departments for their support.

This year the Library’s goal, to streamline circulation functions, began with 
the first objective of preparing the collection for computerization by barcoding all 
the books. Two volunteers began putting barcodes into all fiction books in January, 
and by year’s end eleven volunteers had worked nearly 444 hours, barcoding both 
adult and children’s books. 

This three phase project is nearing the completion of phase | which is to 
prepare library records for computerization. Phase II will accomplish computeriz- 
ed circulation in the Library, and Phase Ill will be to provide more complete ac- 
cess to library materials through an on-line catalog for the public. 

Despite an enormous amount of work with the above project, the Library of- 
fered a diverse number of programs for adults throughout the year. Starting in 
January and continuing through March the Library sponsored .a five-book 
reading/discussion program entitled ‘“The Story of My Life: Autobiographical Nar- 
rative.’’ The series was funded by the New Hampshire Humanities Council. 

In March a nine week program entitled “‘Lifestyle, Exercise and Nutrition”’ 
(LEAN) was co-sponsored by the Library and the Carroll County Cooperative Ex- 
tension Service. 

In April Robin Lane presented a fascinating program entitled “‘Ladies First,”’ 
a one-woman show depicting the lives of 5 first ladies. This program was funded 
by grants from the Governor Wentworth Arts Council and the Cate Lecture Fund. 

A Comedy Film Festival was held on two Wednesday evenings in June with 
2 showings each evening. These comedy films were provided by Bowers & Merena 
Galleries and introduced by Dave Bowers. Among the hilarious films seen was 
‘““Safety Last’’ in which Harold Lloyd climbs up the outside of a building. Three 
hundred people attended these film programs. 

Additional programs for adults included the following topics: ‘‘White Moun- 
tain Huts;” “‘Lost Places: Abandoned Communities in the North Country;”’ “Modest 
and Immodest Revolutions: A Comparison of the Values of the American and 
French Revolutions,’ which was held in conjunction with an exhibit entitled 
“Revolution in Print: France, 1789” which was on display at the Library for 6 weeks; 
‘“‘New Hampshire’s German POW Camp.” The above programs were funded by 
the New Hampshire Humanities Council. In addition a grant from the Rural Arts 
Project of the New Hampshire State Council on the Arts enabled the Library to 
sponsor science fiction writer James Patrick Kelly for a 3 day residency in the 
area, concluding with a talk at the Library. 

Children’s programs continue to be popular. The Library participated in the 
statewide children’s summer reading program entitled “Get That Reading 
Rhythm.” A total of 117 children played the game, and 75 contracts were com- 
pleted. Sandy Martin designed the game board; Friends of the Wolfeboro Public 
Library provided the prizes. Entertainment at the party concluding the program 
was provided by Carolyn Parrott who told stories and sang songs in keeping with 
the theme. A grant from the New Hampshire State Council on the Arts helped 
to pay for this program. Bailey’s Restaurant provided ice cream for the party. 

A special program for children was held in March featuring storyteller and 
fiddler Steve Schuch. Approximately 150 children enjoyed his stories and songs. 
‘The performance was made possible by a grant from the New Hampshire 
Charitable Fund. 

The Library participated in two Rural Arts programs in the area, sponsored 
by the New Hampshire State Council on the Arts and funded locally by the Friends 
of the Wolfeboro Public Library, the Wolfeboro Area Children’s Center and the 
Wolfeboro Nursery School. These programs for preschoolers featured fiddler and 
country dancing master Dudley Laufman and Black folkteller Phillip Walker. We 
appreciate the opportunity to participate in community related events which enable 
preschoolers to experience the same artists as school children and adults. 

A babysitting course for fifth through eighth graders was held in the Library 
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in May and June. This popular course is made available through the Carroll County 
Cooperative Extension Service. Volunteers from the hospital, police and fire depart- 
ments, and the nursery school donated their time to share their expertise with 
the students enrolled in this program. 

Preschool storytime is held every Tuesday morning at 10:30 and every 
Wednesday afternoon at 1:30 except during the month of September. Due to the 
large numbers of children, we added a Wednesday afternoon session in October 
and made both sessions available by registration only, limiting the number to 20 
at each session. This has worked extremely well. Children sign up for a six-week 
period during which stories, fingerplays, songs, filmstrips, and special activities 
are planned. Special guests have included Cyndy Davis and Michael Wilfert, 
demonstrating origami, Nathalie Erickson wearing her costumes at Halloween, 
Jeb Bradley doing magic tricks, and Jan Croteau demonstrating weaving. 
Volunteers who read stories are Marion Formichella and Jane Talpey. Our 
children’s librarian also exchanges visits with the children’s librarian at Laconia 
Public Library. 

Friends of the Library continue to be very supportive in terms of gifts and time. 
Programs sponsored by the Friends cover a variety of subjects—maple sugaring, 
philosophy of art by local artists, Victorian architecture, dance and exercise, and 
taxes and the economy in the 1990’s. Their fund raisers include the annual Book 
and Author Luncheon and the annual book sale. This year the Friends purchases 
included a new round table and four chairs for the children’s section; updates 
to the New Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated; the latest editions in the 
Enchantment of the World series, children’s books on countries of the world; and 
videos on art subjects and the Civil War as well as contributing $500 toward the 
purchase of new children’s non-fiction books. Plus they underwrote the Summer |. 
Reading Program and the Rural Arts Programs. Friends volunteers have helped 
with barcoding, reading to pre-schoolers and decorating the Christmas tree. 

Volunteers are also involved with taping the Granite State News for delivery 
to shut-ins. Nathalie Erickson reads selected items onto a tape which is duplicated 
by John Magee. Other volunteer include John Schafer who updates our periodical 
holdings list and barcoders Wendy Heard, Dorothy Fabian, Marion Gould, Patricia 
Bradley, Leonard Swenson, Shirley Bentley, Mary Watkinson, Shirley Burbank, 
Dorothy Nass, and the late Betty Holland. The Library salutes these people who 
so cheerfully donate their time each week to improving library services. 

The Library also offers shut-in service to people without transportation, those 
handicapped who would otherwise have difficulty in reaching the Library, and those 
incapicitated by illness or accident. Please contact the library director for more 
information about this service. 

Circulation wise the Library experienced its busiest year yet. Thanks go to 
our hard-working staff consisting of Ms. Melinda Baxter, children’s assistant 
librarian, and the parttime staff of Mrs. Karen Bishop, Mrs. Jane Carville, Mrs. 
Mary Davis, and Mrs. Marilyn McBride. All of us look forward to another busy year 
in which our circulation functions will be done by computer.

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Report of the 
Wolfeboro Historical Society 


The year of 1990 was very encouraging for the Society. More and more peo- 
ple are becoming aware of the valuable historical material that the Society has 
in its files at the Pleasant Valley Schoolhouse. Old pictures, genealogical material, 
old postcards, ledgers, etc. have been used this year to help and assist people 
in their varied interests. My thanks to Chris Fipphen and Gordon Kimball for their 
long hours of labor getting our files and other paper items. in order and to Har- 
rison Moore for cataloging and numbering items as they are given to the Society. 

Through the efforts of John and Chris Fipphen we now have a quarterly 
newsletter, titled, “The Wellsweep’’. Also this year, the Society, with the help of 
Community Bank and Trust Company, put together and had printed a 1991 calen- 
dar with scenes of ‘‘old’’ Wolfeboro. 

The beginnings of a ‘‘Victorian Garden’”’ was started this year by our Curator, 
Fredrick Foley.

Wolfeboro Conservation Commission 
1990 Annual Report 


The Conservation Commission continues to work toward the environmental 
protection of wetlands which are the habitat for many animals and plant life and 
a food source for many animals as well. Wetlands are also a breeding area for 
many types of insects, fish and wildlife, a containment area for flood control, and 
act as an aquifer area and filtration area. Our thanks to the Carroll County Soil 
Conservation Service for their skill in interpreting complex data and reports on 
which the Conservation Commission can base their informed recommendations 
to the Wetlands Board. The Conservation Commission responded to calls relating 
to wetlands through citizen awareness and participation. 

Shoreline protection is another duty of the Conservation Commission. The 
Commission field inspected approximately 85 to 90 applications for dredge and 
fills, requests for docks and breakwaters, and complaints as well. To accomplish 
this, the members of the Commission go.out on field inspections nearly each week 
of the year. The members of the Conservation Commission wish to thank Zip Foss, 
the Town’s fire chief and his staff, for the use of the fire boat which he has made 
available for field inspections on the islands. 

The Commission reviewed violations as well, and is happy to report that 
through the State Wetlands Board, fines and removal orders are a reality. The 
Commission continues to have an excellent working relationship as well as credibili- 
ty with the State Wetlands Board. 

This year, Ellie’s Woodland Walk at the Ryefield Marsh received a facelift 
through the efforts of the students in Alternative Education at Kingswood under 
the supervision of Ken Franson and Debbie Kissel. The brush was cut and cleared, 
the boardwalk redone and _ the bridge repaired. The students have made duck 
boxes, and numbered signs that may be used with informational pamphlets which 
will be distributed through such places as the town hall, the Chamber of Com- 
merce and other accessible places. The pamphlets explain for example what is 
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meant by the term ‘‘snag’’ or ‘“‘beaver culvert’ and where it can be seen in the 
marsh. The Conservation Commission thanks these students and teachers for this 
ongoing project. It also thanks the people for the dollar donations as well. 

The enormous task of filing all applications by tax map numbers is under- 
way. The years 1990 back to 1985 are now complete. Work on this project will 
continue until the task is finished. 

Virtually all forest boundaries belonging to the town have been walked and 
blazed by members of the Commission. This year, timbering took place at Beach 
Pond in an effort at good timber forest management. This resulted in substantial 
net income. The Town Gardens property was scarified to help reseeding and this 
year the Commission was able to receive some federal funds through the U.S. 
Dept. of Agriculture. 

Efforts are again being made to sponsor Wolfeboro youths to Conservation 
Camps. The camps offer educational programs through the Protection of N.H. 
Forests and the Carroll County Cooperative Extension Service. 

A special project in conjunction with the Earth Day program was undertaken 
by the Conservation Commission in which funds were expended for seedlings from 
DRED. Through the efforts of the Commission, 300 seedlings free of charge were 
distributed to the Wolfeboro citizens who requested them. Thanks to Fred and 
Fern Bierweiler who separated the seedlings into groups and fielded all the 
telephone calls relating to this project. 

The Commission has mapped all Conservation easements and developed a 
separate master sheet as well; thank to George Doran’s many hours on this project. 

This year, the Prindall Easement consisting of 28 acres and the McBride Ease- 
ment with approximately 23 acres were accepted by the Conservation Commis- 
sion. The Prindall Easement contains a substantial timber stand and was 
designated a Tree Farm. The McBride Easement has several public accesses and 
will generally be used for passive recreation. It also has a winter snow mobile trail. 
The Commission takes this opportunity to thank both Mr. Prindall and Mr. McBride 
for these easements which will serve to enhance the Town of Wolfeboro.

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Report of the Tree Warden 1990 


Arbor Day in Wolfeboro was celebrated on April 26, 1990 behind the Wolfeboro 
Railroad Station. Governor Gregg was on hand to present the town with its 8th 
consecutive Tree City USA award (for 1989), as well as exchanging the deed for 
property abutting Back Bay to Wolfeboro Falls. Wolfeboro should be receiving 
notification soon designating the town as a Tree City USA for 1990 and the 9th 
consecutive year. 

Twelve trees were planted in 1990, bringing the total to 257 since 1976. One 
maple was planted behind the Railroad Station for Arbor Day, also marking the 
beginning of work on the Bridge-Falls Path, while two maples were planted in Clark 
Park and two at the Libby Museum. Six trees, ash and maple, were planted 
opposite the Water and Sewer pumping Station adjacent to Mill Street and one 
maple was put in on South Main Stree. 

Yearly pruning and fertilizing was done on many trees along the streets and 
in town parks. The gypsy moth caterpillars again proved to be a problem to pine 
and deciduous trees in various parts of town but the worst may be over without 
any major tree losses.

We have audited the accompanying general purpose financial statements of 
the Town of Wolfeboro, New Hampshire, as of and for the year ended December 
31, 1989 as listed in the table of contents. These financial statements are the 
responsibility of the Town’s management. Our responsibility is to express an opi- 
nion on these financial statements based on our audit. 

We conducted our audit in accordance with generally accepted auditing stan- 
dards. Those standards require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain 
reasonable assurance about whether the financial statements are free of material 
misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence supporting 
the amounts and disclosures in the financial statements. An audit also includes 
assessing the accounting principles used and significant estimates made by 
management, as well as evaluating the overall financial statement presentation. 
We believe that our audit provides a reasonable basis for our opinion. 

The general purpose financial statements referred to above do not include 
the general fixed assets account group, which should be included to conform with 
generally accepted accounting principles. The amount that should be recorded 
in the general fixed asset account group is not known. 

As more fully described in Note 10 to the financial statements, certain fixed 
assets acquired by the enterprise fund (water/sewer department) with federal grants 
and long-term debt proceeds have not been recorded. In our opinion, generally 
accepted accounting principles require that such fixed assets be capitalized, with 
depreciation recognized thereon and that the bonds payable be recorded as a 
liability of the enterprise fund. 

As described more fully in Note 1 to therinanetal statements, the Town does 
not accrue the current portion of accumulated sick and vacation pay in the general 
fund in accordance with generally accepted accounting principles. The effect on 
the combined financial statements of this departure from generally accepted ac- 
counting principles cannot be determined. 

In our opinion, except for the effect on the financial statements of the omis- 
sion described in the third paragraph, and except for the departure from general- 
ly accepted accounting principles as described in the fifth paragraph, and except 
for the balance sheet and the statements of revenues, expenses, and changes 
in retained earnings, and cash flows of the enterprise fund (water/sewer depart- 
ment) which, because of the effects of the matter discussed in the fourth paragraph, 
are not presented in accordance with generally accepted accounting principles, 
the combined financial statements referred to above present fairly, in all material 
respects, the financial position of the Town of Wolfeboro, New Hampshire, as of 
December 31, 1989 and the results of its operations and the cash flows of its pro- 
prietary fund types for the year then ended in accordance with generally accepted 
accounting principles. 

Our audit was made for the purpose of forming an opinion on the combined 
financial statements taken as a whole. The accompanying combining and individual 
fund financial statements listed as supporting schedules in the table 
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of contents are presented for purposes of additional analysis and are not a re- 
quired part of the combined financial statements of the Town of Wolfeboro, New 
Hampshire. The information has been subjected to the procedures applied in the 
audit of the combined financial statements and in our opinion, is fairly stated in 
all material respects in relation to the combined financial statements taken as a 
whole.
